REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-29 are currently pending in the application. Applicant has cancelled claim 
2, and amended claims 1, 3, and 5-7. Applicant requests reconsideration of the application 
in light of the following remarks: 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 - 8 are objected to by the Examiner as being dependent upon a rejected base * 
claim, but the Examiner indicated these claims would-be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Applicant thanks the Examiner for this indication of allowable subject matter. 
Independent claim 1 has been amended herein to incorporate the limitations of claim 2 and is 
therefore allowable. Claims 2-11 now depend from an allowed claim. The Examiner 
indicated that claims 12 - 29 are allowed. Applicant thanks the Examiner for the allowance 
of these claims.

In summary, and in view of the amendments herein, none of the references cited by 
the Examiner or any other known prior art, either alone or in combination, disclose the 
unique combination of features disclosed in applicant's claims presently on file. For this 
reason, allowance of applicant's claims is respectfully solicited.
